Baltimore, Md., May 2.— An allowance race, at 
one mile, in which Lazuli was returned the victor 
by a head over the despised outsider Black Pine; 
tlie Keraan Purse, also at a mile, in which Sluml>er 
II. scored as an odds-on favorite, and a selling 
handicap, at three-quarters, that enabled the 
veteran Kootenay to return to winning form, were 
the principal features of the day’s racing at Pim- 
lico. Slumber II. was the only winning favorite. 

The unique contest in which Mrs. F. Ambrose 
('lark and Mrs. J. E. Davis have engaged started 
this afternoon. The timber-topper which Mrs. Davis 
is training is Itusila. She is a four-year-ohl filly 
by I’uryear 1). — Sevens and therefore a sister to the 
good race horse Dr. Leggo. She finished second 
today to Early Light in the Patapsco Steeplechase. 
By getting the place Itusila starts her fair owner 
with a lead of three points, it Is'ing the agreement 
that a win shall count five iioints. a second three 
and a third one. Distance, Mrs. Clark’s candidate, 
will race tomorrow. Tlie horses are not only owned 
but are trained by tlie ladies whose silks they carry. 
Itusila wus the longest shot to get on the board this 
season, each $2 place ticket being worth $277.30 
and each show ticket $32.30. 

Tom Welsh was a visitor from New York today. 

W. P. Fraser, secretary of the Ontario Jockey 
Club, was here for tlie racing today. He said 
that the prospects were bright for a thoroughly 
successful racing season in Canada tills year. 

George E. Chancellor will ship his two-year-olds 
from Pimlico to Louisville at the close of the pres- 
ent meeting. 

W. I*. Burch, presumably acting for John San- 
ford, lias offered .1. S. Tyree $20,000 for his Sea 
King-Toots three-year-old King Neptune. The 
offer was refused and Mr. Tyree in turn prieed 
his colt at $25,000. It is probable that a sale will 
bo effected. 

J. W. Pangle has purchased the filly Tralee from 
Kicliurd T. Wilson. 

Hearts of Oak was schooled over the steeplechase 
course yesterday two seconds faster than tlie race 
was run. After t Ills good showing he was entered 
for all the Canadian cross-country stakes. This 
horse was a King’s Plate winner and races for the 
Canadian sportsman Hurry Giddings. 

Matt Kmart, who met with such success in tlie 
steeplechases run at Havre de Grace, will ship his 
seven jumpers to Canada at the eml of the present 
meetiug and campaign them over that circuit. 

Sarsenet, purchased from Uichard T. Wilson by 
Joseph E. Widener, has been converted into a prom 
ising jumper by J. Howard Lewis. He schooled im- 
pressively yesterday and should be seen under silks 
before long. Old Budweiser lias been sold to Mrs 
G. H. Abbott. 

William Garth today received a letter from A. B. 
Hancock complimenting him on his activities in 
helping to form the eastern horsemen into an asso- 
ciation similar to that in Kentucky. He wrote that 
tlie organization in Kentucky had already brought 
about some reforms in the sport and that it was 
the desire of the horsemen at all times to work 
in harmony witli the racing associations for the best 
interests of racing. 

The first claim of tlie meeting was lodged this 
afternoon, when Mrs. W. Zepp secured ltiverdale 
from Mrs. S. McNaughton. following the running 
of the fourth race, for $1,250.

First of the Five Great Classics of the English 
Turf Up for Decision. 



The Newmarket First Spring meeting opened 
yesterday. Today everybody who can get to New- 
market will lie there because tlie Two Thousand 
Guineas will be run over the Rowley Mile. Friday 
the One Thousand Guineas for fillies will be run 
over tlie same course. Of the five world-famous 
classics, tlie Two Thousand, One Thousand, Epsom 
Derby, Epsom Oaks and Doncaster St. Leger, only 
tlie two first named remain unaffected by the 
great war. They are run where they always were 
run and under tlicir accustomed conditions, with 
no change whatever. 

The race closed in 1914 with 105 entries. On 
the racing of last year Phalaris, Kwang Su, Claris- 
simus, Atheling, King’s Joker, Sirian, Roi d’Ecosse, 
Figaro. Argos. Nassovian and Ali Bey appear a 
band from which the winner should come, but two- 
year-old form does not always work out when it 
comes to three-year-old racing and tlie winner 
may crop up from some of the other eligibles. In 
running a dead heat in tlie Craven Stakes with 
Roi d’Ecosse at tlie Newmarket Craven meeting 
last month. King George’s Itayardo colt Sir Digli- 
ton made a showing that insured him a following 
for today’s big race. If lie should win there would 
be boundless rejoicing in English turf circles, which 
practically means all England.

Big Overnight Purses on Non-Stakes Days Named 
After Kentucky Derby Winners. 



EMINENT FRENCH TURFMEN DIE IN WAR. 



Sportsmen have paid their toll to tlie war. Rac- 
ing will miss many of its patrons when the roll 
is called. Count Decazes lias unfortunately been 
added to the number of victims who have fallen 
on the field of honor. The “Chronique du Turf” 
pays a just homage to the amiable young owner 
who with his elder brother. Due Decazes, cherished 
the family tradition of racing. Count Jacques 
Decazes, encouraged by the success of Nemrod, a 
son of Saint Bris, which won at tlie first time of 
asking over hurdles at Engliien, and entered to be 
sold for 200 sovereigns made 420 sovereigns to the 
bid of the Due Decazes for joint account, con- 
templated a considerable extension of his stable. 
At the outbreak of tlie war his services were 
gladly accepted by the Flying Corps, which is 
mainly responsible for the comparative freedom 
enjoyed by the good jioople of Paris from Zeppelin 
raids. Land, sea and air have witnessed more 
tiian one defeat of tlie German, and Count Decazes, 
who was only twenty -four years old, distinguished 
liimself by liis daring. Within three days he took 
part in seven attacks, and just previous to the 
last flight lie had the satisfaction of bringing to 
earth one of tlie hostile aviators. No omelette 
can lie made without breaking eggs, and more than 
one promising sportsman will be missed from the 
weighing -room when we again gather round the 
scales on a Parisian race course. Count Maurice 
de Castries, whose family lias been identified 
witli racing for many years past, lias succumbed 
to double pneumonia consequent on wounds received 
in tlie defense of Verdun. He was related to the 
late Due de Castries, whose stable at Moulins, 
in the Midlands, produced Frontin and Little Duck, 
which in 1883 and 1834 won the dual crown, the 
Chantilly Derby and the Grand Prize of Paris. 
Count de Castries held the rank of captain in that 
famous corps, the “Chasseurs de Vineennes,” which 
lias done such good service at tlie front. He will 
be sadly missed, not only by his brother officers, 
bat by all who knew him as a gallant gentleman 
and a good sportsman. — Paris Letter to London 
Sportsman.

An English apprentice rider named A. Smith car- 
ried forty-two iKiunds of lead in a recent winning 
race. His bodily weight is under eiglity-four 
liounds. 

John Barnett reports tlie following foals at his

Aemilius Jarvis, who lias always had a pen- 
chant for gray horses, is now tlie owner of the 
Faraday stallion. Pan Lougin. the sire of Ondramon. 
Pan Lungin is located at Mr. Jarvis’ farm, near 
Aurora, Ont., and will be used for breeding re- 
mounts. He is a pood, substantial type for that 
purpose and should be a valuable liorse for the in- 
dustry in that district. 

Tlie dissolution of tlie partnership of P. & W. 
Mitchell, tlie Australian owners who bred and raced 
tlie Wallace liorse Trafalgar, brought him into tlie 
sale ring last month. After spirited bidding Trafal- 
gar was knocked down at 7,500 guineas to Walter 
Mitchell, one of tlie partners. This is tlie record 
price for an Australian -bred stallion. Carbine, 
bought by the Duke of Portland for 13,500 guineas, 
was bred in New Zealand. 

A recent visitor at Lexington, Ky., was Edwin 
Morehouse of London, editor of the Britisli Blood- 
stock Review. He was the guest of Arthur B. 
Hancock of Paris, master of the Claibourne Stud 
in Bourbon County, Kentucky, and tlie Ellerslio 
Stud in Virginia. “I am over here for several 
weeks,” said he, "with tlie expectation that I shall 
learn much about breeding and racing thorough- 
breds as conducted in the I'nited States.” He 
probably will visit every breeding farm in the Blue 
Grass region. 

FALL RACING SCANTY IN ENGLAND. 



After mid-August, as at present arranged, tlie 
only meetings will la? those at Newmarket. These 
are four in number, inclusive of the “Third 
Extra.” the First October, Second October and the 
Houghton Meeting, hut altogether they will provide 
only fifteen days’ racing for a period comprising 
exactly ninety weeks days, from August 14 to 
November 25 (inclusive). It is hoped by owners 
of race horses that facilities will be granted for 
the holding of further meetings in the autumn out- 
side Newmarket. Tlie idea is to have meetings 
in the north and south (on Fridays and Saturdays 
only l in alternate weeks, excepting, of course, those 
weeks in which Newmarket is one. Autumn racing 
in the north, even on the limited scale proposed, 
would probably go some way towards saving tlie 
situation for northern owners, trainers aud breeders. 
It would likewise be a boon to the south -country 
stables to have some further racing at one or 
another of the privileged meetings, aipj it would 
at the same time tend to reduce the congestion 
of races at Newmarket. — Loudon Sportsman.

Louisville, Ky., May 2. — Manager M. J. Winn lias 
introduced an innovation at the coming spring 
meeting at Churchill Downs, by naming the over- 
night handicaps, the feature races on days upon 
which no stake race is to be decided. These races 
at the Downs all have as much as a thousand dol- 
lars in added money and up to fifteen hundred 
dollars. This gives the coming spring meeting at 
tlie Downs a big racing feature daily during the 
thirteen days. In selecting names for these races 
lie lias chosen those of five of the most famous 
winners of tlie Kentucky Derby. The program for 
the meeting of the stakes and these overnight fea- 
ture races follows: 

Tlie Kentucky Derby. $10,000 added, for three- 
year-olds; one mile and a quarter; Saturday, 
May 13. 

The Debutante Stakes, $2,000 added, for two- 
year-old fillies; one-half mile; Monday, May 15. 

The Old Rosebud Handicap, $1,000 added, for 
three-year-olds and over; one mile and an eighth; 
Tuesday, May 16. 

Tlie Baslifonl Manor Stakes, $2,000 added, for 
two-year-ohl colts and geldings; four and a half 
furlongs; Wednesday, May 17. 

The Kentucky Derby Consolation, $1,500 added, for 
three-year-olds; one mile and an eighth; Thursday, 
May 18. 

Tlie Aristides Handicap. $1,000 added, for three- 
year-olds and over; one mile and a quarter; Friday, 
May 19. 

Tlie Clark Handicap, $2,000 added, for tliree- 
year-olds and over; one mile and a sixteenth; Satur- 
day, May 20. 

The Juvenile Stakes. $1,000 added, selling, for 
two-year-olds; five-eighths mile; Monday, May 22. 

The Hindis) Handicap, $1,000 added; conditions 
and distance to appear on Thursday, May 18; Tues- 
day, May 23.

course this spring, a record for Kentucky tracks 

to date. 

To avoid any congestion at the main entrance 
gate at tlie Downs this spring, while patrons are 
securing admission tickets to tlie traek, five extra 
ticket-selling booths are being finished and will, 
for tlie first time, be put in operation on Derby 
Day. This will make these accommodations of such 
magnitude that it will be possible to handle the 
crowds, no matter how large, witli little incon- 
venience to the general public. 

Though tlie demand for stall room for horses this 
spring at tlie two local tracks is unprecedented in 
the history of Louisville racing, so superior are tlie 
accommodations here, that even as many as five 
hundred more horses than have already applied for 
stable room, could find good quarters here during 
the coming spring racing season. None should 
keep away for any fear of lack of the best stable 
accommodations. 

Many horses have worked at tlie Downs in tlie 
. last few days and some sharp trials have been 
reeled off other than the good mile and a quarter 
in 2:08%, done by tlie Derby candidates, Star 
Hawk and Tlie Cock, last Sunday. The fastest of 
these follow: 

Rifle Shooter — Three-quarters in 1:15%, five- 
eighths in 1:01%. 

Eiizalietli McNaughton — Five-eighths in 1:04%; 
fractions, 24%, 36%, 49%.

W. W. Darden, the Tennessee turfman, lias en- 
gaged stall room for five horses at tlie Downs, 
which he is bringing here from Nashville, Tenn. 
They consist of tlie four-year-old Converse and four 
two-year-olds. Among the latter are Lady Ivan 
which is engaged in tlie Debutante Stakes, and 
High Gear, which is entered in the Bashford Manor 
Stakes. Both are also entered in the Juvenile Stakes 
aud the Spring Trial Stakes at Douglas Park. In 
this collection is also a colt out of the mare Miss 
Crawford, which is of much promise hut slower in 
development than this turfman’s other two-year- 
olds. 

John O. Whitlow’s crack colt Westy Hogan is 
engaged in lxitli the Bashford Manor and Juvenile 
Stakes at tlie Downs. His other Kentucky engage- 
ments are all at Latonia, where he lias been named 
in tlie Harold and Valuation Stakes and tlie Cin- 
cinnati Tropby. It is not likely that lie and Sedan 
will meet again at Lexington, as it is understood 
Westy Hogan is being reserved for the Breeders 
Futurity, in which event Sedan is not engaged. The 
pair will probably meet next in the Bashford Manor 
Stakes. 

NEED FOR IMPROVEMENT RECOGNIZED. 



Washington. D. C., May 2. — A hill to appropriate 
$20*U)00 for the purchase of pure-bred stallions by 
tlie government to be loaned to tlie owners of sound 
mares for breeding purposes was introduced in tlie 
senate Saturday by Senator Pittman of Nevada 
and in the house by Representative Scully of New 
Jersey. 

The object of the hill is to improve the stock of 
medium aud light weight horses for military, agri- 
cultural and commercial purjioses. There are 24.- 
000, OIK) horses in tlie I'nited States. Of these it 
is estimated that less than 250,000 are fit for mili- 
tary use. 

This fact was ascertained through tlie census re- 
cently made at tlie direction of the quartermaster- 
general pursuant to the general policy of ascertain- 
ing tlie nation’s resources for military purposes. 

Discussing the bill. Senator Pittman said: 

“The plan involved in the bill contemplates the 
improvement of the horse of every type except the 
heavy draught breed, that being the only type of 
animal of little use in military operations. Thus 
virtually the entire horse stock of the country would 
be affected. 

"The military establishment does not need any 
particular breed of horse; it needs only a sound 
horse with sufficient pure or ’hot’ blood ' to give it 
courage, endurance and speed commensurate with its 
size. We now have thirty- five pure bred stallions 
oiierating in six states. We should have 3,500 op- 
erating in forty-eight states. Tlie horses are mau- 
aged by tlie Department of Agriculture aud the 
army benefits only incidentally.” 



RAIN MARS AT LEXINGTON 



YERMILA WINS THE HINATA FOR TWO-YEAR- 
OLD FILLIES IN A CANTER. 



Changed Going Causes Disappointments— Brynlimah 
Runs Away from One Step — Jockey Goose 
Scores with Three Winners. 



Lexington. Ky., May 2. — Tlie Hinata Stakes, for 
two-year-old fillies, was tlie feature offering today 
at tlie Kentucky Association course and it furnished 
a victory for the Keene Brothers’ Jack Atkin — laxly 
Alicia filly, Yermila. which won in a common can- 
ter with jockey Goose easing her up in the last 
seventy yards. Jocular lauded in second place and 
Believe Me Boys was third. Tlie latter showed all 
tlie characteristics of her mother at the post and 
delayed the start hy her fractions acting. She dis- 
played a high order of speed in paeemaking, hut 
Yermila wore her down with ease in the stretch. 
The disappointments of the nice were Auriga and 
May W. The latter, ridden by T. McTuggart, was 
expected to cut a sharp figure in the result, but 
seemingly disliked the going. Sweet Helen was 
caught in a jam soon after the start and lost her 
rider, F. Cooper, and 31. Garner, on Rosewood, also 
suffered a fall while at the post, when Rosewood 
reared and fell before the start. 

Tlie net value of the stakes was $1,455 and a 
handsome silver cup donated by Mrs. Clarence 
Le Bus. 

Continued rain during the night and early morn- 
ing hours brought about changed track conditions, 
but the sun came out after the first race and dis- 
pelled tlie threatening clouds, accounting for a be- 
lated attendance of large proportions. 

Speculation suffered some on account of tlie 
changed going and disappointments were numerous. 
The failure of Sleeper and liis bad showing in tlie 
second race was costly to tlie big operators. One 
Step’s defeat in tlie Kingston Handicap by Brynli- 
niaii also proved a big blow to the talent. Brynli- 
mah showed a fine performance, to win in the easy 
style in which lie did. 

Jockey R. Goose was much in the limelight during 
tlie afternoon, landing Green Jones winner in the 
first two-year-old race aud following up that suc- 
cess witli victories on Brynlimah and Yermila. 

Judge Allie Young of tlie Kentucky State Racing 
Commission was among the visitors. He appeared 
to have been much improved by his lengthy stay 
at Hot Springs. 

Francis J. Pons will send liis local string to join 
the others lie owns that will race In Canada next 
summer. John Furlong is again training soundly 
and will be shipped with the consignment. 

T. C. McDowell’s King’s Daughter foaled a bay 
eolt recently at Ashland farm by The Manager. 
Basseting. the dam of Waterblossom, foaled a 
brown coalt at tlie same place sired by Star Shoot 
or Hessian. lie is the property of Charles Berry- 
man. 

Edward Corrigan is seeking to dispose of his 
broodmare Class, by Kingston which he has near 
Lexington.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. j 

From Washington yesterday a dispatch said: 
After the cabinet meeting today, at which the 
Mexican situation was discussed, officials reiterated 
there was no change in the plan of the American 
government to keep the troops in Mexico until the 
bandits were completely dispersed. Generals Seott 
and Funston at the Mexican border today had 
further instructions from Secretary Baker, on which 
it was expected they would resume negotiations 
with General Obregon, Carranza’s war minister. 
These orders do not alter the administration’s at- 
titude toward maintenance of troops in Mexican 
territory, it is assured, The precise nature of the 
messages was not disclosed by officials. They were 
prepared by Secretary Baker after conferences with 
President Wilson and Secretary Lansing in response 
to inquiries from General Scott concerning the ad- 
ministration’s attitude, it is thought. Although no 
formal demand has been made by representatives 
of the de facto government for the withdrawal of 
American troops. Eliseo Arredondo, Mexican am- 
bassador designate, in discussion with administra- 
tion officials here, is laying emphasis on the 
declaration that longer occupation by American 
troops is reducing the de facto government’s au- 
thority. After a conference with Secretary Lan- 
sing Monday, lie explained that the suspicion is 
growing among the Mexican people that American 
soldiers are remaining now for some other purpose 
than to pursue Villa bandits. He stated that there 
is no doubt Villa’s power is completely crushed, 
even if the bandit leader is not dead. Consequently 
the Americans have no good reason for continuing 
their occupation, lie declared. 

From Dublin yesterday a dispatch said: At least 

500 rebels were killed and 1.500 wounded in tiie 
seven days of fighting in llie streets of Dublin, 
it was estimated today by tiie soldiers who com- 
pleted a canvass of the city. This estimate is 
conservative, officers said. Rebel bodies were found 
beneath the ruins of the general postoffice, 
wrecked by British shell fire; in Liberty hall and 
in a number of other buildings demolished by ar- 
tillery or burned to the ground. The number of 
casualties was far in excess of early estimates, 
and many bodies are believed to lie beneath ruins 
still nnsearrhed. The Dublin hospitals are over- 
flowing with wounded, including many women and 
children of noncombatants. While the situation out- 
side Dublin is not so satisfactory today as in the 
city itself, it is improving, and the authorities ex- 
pect that a few days should see the last of armed 
rebellion in Ireland. A flicker still was apparent 
not far from Dublin, where a small group of ad- 
herents of James lairkiu have eseonsed themselves. 
Farther ’o tiie west of the capital there are still 
bands of insurgents. The rebels are skeptical of 
the assurances given them that their comrades in 
Dublin have surrendered. As the result of the 
prompt measures by the authorities, a mobile force 
is moving into the mountains today, preventing tiie 
Sinn Feiners from assembling, and arresting their 
leaders. A party of reliels attacked the police at 
Carrixtcwn, sixteen miles northwest of Dublin, early 
today, wounding lour. Eight of the rebels were 
captured, the rest escaping. 

More than 1,200 rebel prisoners have been taken 
in Dublin anil other centers of rebellion. The latest 
estimates place the total number of dead and 
wounded in the seven days’ fighting at about 200 
and the property loss at more than $10,000,000.
